Sermon by 
CHARLES T. RUSSELL 
Pastor Brooklyn Tabernacle 


GOD'S KINGDOM 
No Common Level There—‘‘As Star 
Differeth From Star'’’——‘The 
Greatest and Least in the 
Kingdom.” 


Berlin, Germany, March 26.—Pastor 
Russell delivered three addresses here 
to-day—one of them to the Jews on 
“Zionism in Prophecy,” another on 
“Hereafter” and the third, which we 
report, from the text, “Of those born 
of women there is not a greater 
Prophet than John the Baptist, but 
the least in the Kingdom of Heaven 
is greater than he” (Luke vii, 28) 
Large and interested audiences at- 
tended. He leaves to-night for Co- 
penhagen and Stockholm. Crowds of 
Jews are reported to have heard him 
during the last three days in Vienna, 
Budapest, Lemberg and Krakow. 

There can be no better illustration 
of the sharp line of distinction be- 
tween the earthly and the heavenly 
classes and their calling than 12 
shown by our text, said Pastor Rus- 
sell. The great Teacher freely attest 
ed to the loyalty and courage and 
saintliness of His cous® John, as 
evidenced by the words of our text 
But if so great and honorable a Pro 
phet, why could not John be a mem- 
ber of the Bride class? Why could 
he not be numbered with the disci- 
ples of Jesus and be an Apostle, or 
at least a footstep follower? The an- 
swer is that he was not called to the 
heaven‘y plane, but to the earthly. 
He was honored of God, in being 
made one of the Prophets of th 
Jewish Age—the last of them. Al- 
though a different honor from that 
conferred upon the Apostles, John’s 
was a great honor and we have rea- 
son to believe that, under Divine pro- 
vidence when perfected in the resur- 
rection, he will apnreciate the earthly 
blessings and privileges which will b 
his more than the spiritual and 
heavenly privileges bestowed upon 
the Apostles and the less prominent 
members of the Church. 

The Lord “will choose our inherit- 
ance for us,” we read (Psalm x‘vii, 
4). Happy are those who repose im 
plicit confidence in Divine goodness 
and who seek to obtain whatever may 
be God's choice for them. If we hav» 
been called with the heavenly call- 
ing, let us not shrink back and de- 
clare ourselves unworthy and decline 
to accept the favors of God and to 
choose an inferior position. Let us, 
rather, be glad to say, Thy will be 
done in my heart, in my life, in all 
my future. “Order Thou my steps 
in Thy Word.” 

Jesus had a two-fold mission: 

(1) He came “that the world 
through Him might be saved’’—that 
He might give Himse!f ‘a ransom 
for all, to be testified in due time” 
(I. Timothy ii, 6) 

(2) Incidentally His mise'on was to 
roclaim the acceptable year of the 
sord—the time in which God is will- 
ing to accent the sacrifices of such as 
desire to walk in the Redeemer’s foot- 
stens, and to constitute these the 
Bride and Joint-heir of Messiah. 

John the Beptist referred to the lat- 
ter feature of our Lord’s work, say- 


ing, He that hath the Bride is the 
Bridegroom, but the friend of the 
Bridegroom heafeth His voice and 
rejoiceth greatly. This, my _ joy, 


29) 


therefore, is fulfilled (John iii, 
It was not for him to be a member of 
the Bride, but he rejoiced to be a 
friend of the Bridegroom. As our 
Lord's forerunner he announced th: 
Bridegroom; he called upon the na- 
tion of Israel to turn from sin. to 
purity their hearts, to come back into 
urmony with God and thus to be 
prepared to receive the Bridegroom 
and to become the Bride. So far az 
the nation was concerned John’s mis 
sion was a failure, as God had fore- 
known and foretold. But so far as 
the Bride class was concerned John’s 
mission was a success, for, as the 
Scriptures intimate, those who be- 
lieved John’s testimony accepted 
Jesus and He accepted them. 

We must remember that the Church 
is the Kingdom of God—now in a 
format ve or embryotic state, but in 
the end, by “the resurrection,” to be 
spirit beings and partakers with Je- 
sus, their Bridegroom, in His won- 
derful glory, honer, immortality and 
Kingdom work. This Kingdom class 
is not reigning now, but merely form. 
ing. It is joined ‘on probation,” 
efter the Methodist style. If the 
prohaticoery period of the nresent life 
be faithf-ily used, the full induction 
into tt» Kingdom, its glories, honors 
and iinmortalty, will surely follow— 
by participation in the First Resur- 
rection.

estly sought the will and Spirit of 
God. However, it is not for us to 
judge. We are merely secking to as 


certain the spirit of our Lord's words 

Begotten of the Holy Spirit and 
priv. leged of the Lord to be disciples 
and to be guided of the Hely Spirit, 
we should be so faithful in the study 
of the Scriptures as not to be mis- 
taken in respect to the general ap- 
ptication of their meaning. Wrong 
practice and false teachings do not

THE HOME OF THE NAVY 


HALIFAX ONCE MORE COMES IN. 
TO HER OANN. 


The Ancient Port and Dockyards 
Made Famous as the Temporary 
Home of Great English Seamen Is 
Now Training Admirais — Days of 
War With France Were Busy Ones 
In the Naval Depot. 


in the annals of Britain's conquests, 
has again resumed importance as a 
naval base, says W. H. Dennis in The 
Globe. 
er Niobe, the first vessel in the east 
to form the nucleus of the Canadian 
Navy, and the fitting up of the Naval 
Ifospital as a college for the training 
of cadets, this once-noted naval yard 
has taken on a little of its old-time 
activity. When the American colonies 
that now form the United States re. 
ivolted from the mother country the 
‘Halifax dockyard became the only 
naval base on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. But before the days of the revolu- 
tion Halifax hac been the rendezvous 
of the famous expedition that gather- 
ed for the conquest of Louisburg and 
Quebec. 

Here Boscowen and Sir Charles 
Hardy refreshed their fleet and wait- 
ed the coming of Gen. Amherst, pre- 

aratory to their famous attack on the 

unkirk of America, and a year after. 
wards Admiral Saunders and Gen. 
Wolfe sailed out of the harbor to the 
conquest of Quebec. The most cele- 
brated names connected with the 
naval warfare appear in the records 
ef this yard. On two tablets until 
recently in the Admiralty House, 
Halifax, are inseribed the names of 
many of the most distinguished Ad- 
mirals of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. 

In the old troubled days when war 
vexed Europe and America, there 
were stirring times in Halifax. The 
harbor thronged with ships of war, 
or valuable prizes captured from the 
enemy. A great number of people 
found employment in the dockyard as 
shipwrights, caulkers, smiths and rig- 
gers. British men-of-war and captur- 
ed French frigates had to be repair- 
ed, after hot battles on the high seas, 
and in war times a large staff of 
mechanics was constantly engaged in 
this work. 

In the dockyard records we find 
many orders similar to the following 

“Halifax Yard, Sept. 4, 1805. 

“Memo 

“The blacksmiths to be employed 
from 5 o'clock in the morning until 
9 o'clock at night, 

(Signed) “John N. Inglefeed, 
“Commissioner, H.M. Navy Yard.” 

And again we find a reference to 

the aetivity in the yard on Feb. 13. 


1301. Elias Marshall, master ship- 
wright, and J. Jackson, master-at- 
arms, report to Sir William Parker 


concerning the erection of buildings 
in the deckyard. They report that 
they could not be erected on account 
of scarcity of men, caused by employ- 
ment on the hospital, 

In old days the piers and jetties 
of the dockyard echoed to the songs 
of the jolly jack-tars that have made 
the story of Great Britain's prowess 
upon the seas a world-stirring dra- 
ma. Famous captains have passed 
in and out of its pillared gates; have 
married and lived within its walls 
Nelson's renowned captains have giv- 
en their orders to the master ship- 
wrights after hulls and rigging: of 
their ships had encountered the storm 
of battle or felt the fury of the ele- 
ments. 

On Nov. 17, 1807, a fashionable 
wedding took place at Halifax which 
constituted one of the interests in 
local society circles of that time. Sir 
Thomas Hardy, one of Nelson's fam- 
ous captains, had arrived in Halifax 
in October, after his ship, the Tri- 
umph, with some of the North Amer- 
ican fleet, had been engaged watching 
a number of the French men-of-war 
shut up in Chesapeake Bay. When 
the gullant captain, under orders 
from his chief, Admiral Sir George 
Cranfield Berkeley, was ordered to 
Halifax to refit and repair he little
